Before May 12 

Applications for the May 21 Se- 
lective Service College Qualifications 
Test must be submitted to the Edu- 
cational Testing Service. Princeton. 
N. J., not later than midnight May 
11. M»). Oen. Lewis B. Hershey. 
director of Selective Service, an- 
nounced this week. 

The May 21 test is primarily for 
students prevented by illness or oth- 
er emergencies from taking the test 
April 23. Gen. Hershey emphasized 
that this did not bar any qualified 
student from taking the test if his 
application is mailed before the 
deadline. 

He stressed that students who 
have a certificate of admission for 
the April 23 test which they failed 
to use on the assigned date must 
submit new applications if they wish 
to take the May 21 test. The old 
certificates will not admit a student 
to the May 21 test. 

A student may obtain a new appli- 
cation from any Selective Service 
local board. Application blnnks 
should be submitted as soon as pos- 
sible to the Educational Testing 
Service. Princeton. N. J., who will 
mail the admission certificate direct

We agree with our forerunners that the man is 
more important than the party. We hesitate to 
.tdvoe.ite one party during the present campaign, 
but the unbalanced ticket of the Constitutionalists 
(ones us to take rides with the United Students 
Tarty. 

We are not nucstioning the ability and quality of 
the ( .onstitntioiialist candidates \fter looking over 
their recorils ol campus accomplishments and 
standings, we are sure each one of them would 
make a fine SCA representative. The point we 
are questioning is that the Constitutionalists have 
no independents running on tlu ir ticket. All their 
candidates are fraternity and sorority members. 
The (Jnltad Students, however, are running eight 



independents and 19 Creek students, which is a 
fairly balanced ticket. 

We are for fraternities and sororities all the way, 
as is proven bv our stand on the University Fac- 
ulty's 1.3 ruling. In another editorial on this page, 
we took the side of fraternities ami condemned tin- 
rule. We stated that such a rule discriminates lx»- 
twecu Creek and non Creek students, which we 
are against. The Constitutionalists choice to run 
only fraternity and sorority meml>ers is also dis- 
criminating Ix-tween Creek and nou Creek students. 

It would be detrimental to our student govern- 
ment and to our campus if SGA should fall into 
the hands of fraternity and sorority mcml)ers onlv. 
Independents would resent this, and friction could 
possibly arise lietwecn the Creeks and non Creeks. 

We are fortunate in not hav ing a friction problem 
between Creeks and independents here as many 
colleges do. It is a serious problem on many rtim- 
puses, and is hard to t ope with. 

Although we realize the Constitutionalist Party 
is a Creek party, we believe it would have acted 
more wiselv had thev run some independents on 
their ticket. After all. SCA is supposed to Ik- com- 
posed of representatives of the L'niversity. and in- 
; are as much of UK as are Creeks.

The ride which was passed last year by the L T ni- 
versity Faculty stated that fraternities and sorori- 
ties not making an ave rage standing of US (the all 
mens average) this school year would be placed on 
social probation next year. The Student Govern- 
ment Association made an appeal of the rule last 
Fe bruary, and the matter m referred to the rules 
committee tor further discussion. 

No positive action was decided u|X>n at the meet- 
ing this week of the committee and fraternitv rep- 
resentatives. Ilowevei. it was gathered that mem- 
Iters of the committee appear in favor of retaining 
the rule, and IFC has small chances of changing 
the minds of the faculty memlxrs. 

One of the In st statements made during the dis- 
cussion was bv Jess C miner. He said anv ride that 
compelled students to make a standing arxive that 
which is required for graduation is resented, and 
that such a ruling puts a hardship on fraternities 
because fraternity members are drawn "from all 
ty J*- of men." 

Dr. Ijea Chaml>erlain replied that individuals in 
fraternities are not required to make a 1.3 under 
the present ruling, but that the fraternity is re- 
quired to. We would like to remind him that a 
fraternity is made up of individuals. Of course, 
some inemlx-rs make high standings which balance 
the low standings made bv other members, but the 
fact remains that each individual is under pressure 
to make a 1.3 (not just 1.0) or they will be pen- 
alized through action against their fraternities. Non 
(.reek students are under pressure to make only a 
1.(1 standing lx*fore lx-ing pe nalized. 

Dean M. M. White asked if fraternities should 
not lx- required to make an average standing (1.3), 



Food Reported 
To Be Improved 

The- foexl situation in the women's dormitory 
cafeteria is reported to be improved. We are glad 
to hear this, since we think it's alxmt time some- 
thing is done alxmt the problem that has 
on semester after semester. 

The matter was ncently brought to the | 
of the campus by a Kernel editorial, letters to the 
editor and a petition signed by 3<K) dormitory girls. 
However, most of the credit for the improvement 
goes to Dean Sarah Holmes. After the petition and 
letters appeared in the kernel. Dean Holmes held 
a couple of meetings w ith the dorm girls and asked 
them for their complaints and suggestions. She said 
most of the complaints were minor things and could 
easily lx- amended. 

Miss Franca Kendall, dietitian and acting man- 
ager of tlx- dorm cafeteria, met with representatives 
of the girls' dorms last week and also heard the 
various complaints. She told the- girls one reason 
that the food is not lx tter prepared is lx-cause the 
c afeteria kitchen is too sin .11. She explained that 
three meals a dav cost the girls 371 cents per meal. 
This money has to \w\ for the fixxl. wages, utilities, 
and everything else In Mm cafeteria, she said. 

Several girls who cat in the dorm cafeteria said 
thev have noticed a definite improvement in the 
food and more variety. "They're giving us more 
variation in juices and salads, one girl said. An- 
other said the grease is now being drained off the 
meats better. 

At any rate, most of the girls seem satisfied with 
tlx- improvement. If Dean Holmes continues hav- 
ing meetings w ith the mrls to hear their complaints, 
the problem should not come up again. 




after Cardner said that fraternities drew their mem- 
bers from average men. If this holds true for fra- 
ternities, then it onlv follows that the I'niversity 
should require men to have an average standing to 
graduate, which would lx' 1.3 instead of 1.0 as it 
is at present. We are sure such a rule as this 
would not lx- passed, however, since it involves the 
entire student lxidy instead of just fraternities. 

The point w e are trying to make, as we have said 
before, is that the 1.3 ruling discriminates Ix-tween 
Greek and non Creek students and there's no way 
around it. but Faculty memlx-rs don't consider this. 
Kules that discriminate against one group are un- 
fair. 

Several things were disc ussed during the meeting 
such as how the average- men's standing is com- 
puted, past relationship of fraternities' standings 
and the- all men's average-. IFC's action, etc. One 
Faculty member suggested that a "running average" 
for fraternities might lx- installed. This means that 
fraternities' standings would lx- averaged over a 
certain numlx-r of ye-ars instead of just for one 
year Ix-fore action is taken against them. This 
would alleviate the matter some, but it still doesn't 
get around the discrimination phase. 

The rule s committee and fraternities plan to meet 
again, at which time IFC members will present in 
written form wh.it they desire and their reasons.

Kentucky harriers took seven first 
places In trimroinfr the Tennessee 
Vols 69-62 at Stoll Field Saturday 
afternoon. 

Hurdler Eill VaHeau won the 220 
low hurdle* in the next -to- last event 
to clinch the track victory for Ken- 
tucky. Although Kentucky built up 
a 36-18 lead in the field events, they 
saw the lead dwindle as the Vols 
raced home in one- and two-mile 
runs and the 120 yard high hurdles. 

Kentuckv^ lion Weaver led in the 
meet with first?, in both the shot 
put r.nd oj-"u l"i -t t now Ken- 
tucky and Stoll Field record as he 
heaved the shot put 45 feet. 5'j 
inches to beat his old mark of 45 
feet. 4 inches set earlier this year. 
Al Kuykendall of Tennessee took 
scoring honors with 11 
to his credit.

Tennessee 
nlli rs at least seven full hasehall scholarships and numerous par- 
tial grants of food here, hooks there and tuitions as incentive lor 
hetter hasehall and minor sport performers. 

We would like to know why Kentucky doesn't offer more of 
these to boys playing the minor sports. At the present time onh 
one grant is offered as inducement for minor sports stars from high 
schools. This scholarship is made to the outstanding prospect 
after the freshman year hy Omieron Delta Kappa, honorarv Ira 
ternity. 

Other SEC schools give hasehall. track and swimming grant- 
in-aid plus as many if not more football free rides tlian Kentucky. 
Yet I'K gets put on the shelf for aid to athletes, stopping the foot- 
ball careers of two boys. Is this ethical? We wonder.

In spring | youiii; man's fancy 
turns to horses ami tlie Ko»- 
tuc-kv H ef ty. This rc]x>rt<'r. an 
avid follower of the hanntails. 
decided to uo to Ixniisville and 
talk it over with the horses, and 
to get the winner straight from - 
the horses month. 

First I decided to visit the stable 
of the champ, and that is how 
every one refers to Native Dancer, 
the big grey who will be trying for 
his twelfth straight win tomorrow. 
I found him and his running mate, 
Social Outcast, just sitting down 
to supper and after much persua- 
sion I got him to make a statement 
for publication. 
Native Dancer By Four Lengths 
He said. I expect that I will take 
the Derby by four lengths. It is 
just like any other horse race and 
I do not expect any trouble from 
any of the other horses. The only 
reason Mr. Vanderbilt has two of 
us in the Derby is that he doesn't 
like to be considered a snob and 
wants someone to mingle with the 
rest of the horses." He quickly 
turned back to his hay and started 
to eat. showing that the interview 
was over. I quietly left. 

Correspondent, winner of the 
Blue Grass Stakes, was my next 
stop. I found him much more so- 
ciable. He thought that The Dancer 
was "horribly overrated" and that 
he wouldn't even be in the money. 
"I will walk in with Money Broker 
second." the Keeneland winner 
said. I left him still rambling in 
indignation over the big grey 
horse.

Of Free Trade Policy

The 
Constitution refutes the Texas claim 
and Congress is presently trying to 
reverse the decision of the Supreme 
Court upholding the Constitution. 
The oil which lies beyond the low- 
submerged water mark belongs to 
the peoplr of the United States. Ful- 
bright said. 

-Mould Not Be Donated 

Fulbright noted that no public 
M-iv.ce can be accomplished by the 
donation of the tidelands. Projects, 
such as building more and better 
highways and making public health 
research, are worthy of attention, he 
said. The Hill Amendment, which 
proposes we muster immediate aid 
for secondary and elementary 
schools, is a program worthy to be 
financed by money from the oil 
lands. Fulbright stated.

goods abroad. 

Fulbright explained that he de- 
tected an ulterior motive in the 
friendliness of the Russian pence 
movement The goal of the Reds 
is the breaking of the coal'tion be- 
tween the countries of the West, a 
plan conforming to their present 
policy of revolution 

Atomic War Not Likely 

Fulbright expressed confidence 
that a shooting war will not develop 
The Russians will avoid an atomic 
war but will continue the cold war. 
he stated 

He criticized the withdrawal of 
the United States in the first World 
War to an isolationist shell. Today, 
he says, if we are to refuse leader- 
ship, we are giving up our civiliza- 
tion. 

A call for more tolerance for our 
allies was made by Fulbright. We 
have been bearing 90 per cent of 
the burden in Korea, but the French, 
in Indo-China. have suffered 9*1.000 
casualties. In Korea we have had 
120.000 casualties, a small percent- 
age of our population in comparison 
with France's which has one-third 
of ours. He also praised the efforts 
of the British in Malaya. 

Sen Fulbright. in reeard to the 
"Communist witch-hunt" going on 
in this country, said "these pr'omis- 
cous and reckless charges will weak- 
en our faith in ourselves and our 
confidence in our ability to govern 
ourselves."
